Prime  Minister  KONOYS  told  me  to  convey  the  following 
message  to  ilarquis  KIDO,  Minister  of  Educationi 

•’The  terips  of  peace  with  Chinn,  to  be  concluded 
throush  the  iiitei-.r.ediary  of  German  Ambassador 
Trautman  has  been  decided  by  the  Liaison  Conference. 
I,  as  Prime  Minister,  am  anxious  to  make  peace 
with  China  under  those  terms  by  all  means,  but 
the  Army's  attitude  is  not  definitely  known. 

When  these  peace  terras  are  submitted  to  tomorrow’s 
Cabinet  meeting,  will  you  be  good  enough  to  ask 
Ganeral  GUGIYAUA,  War  Minister,  about  that  point 
and  sound  the  Army's  real  intentions  for  the 
Prime  Minister V*’ 

I  cenvayed  the  Prime  Minister’s  meassage  to  the  Minister 
of  Education  as  it  was. 

I  recall  tl'-at  torquls  K1I.0,  Minister  of  Education 
said  that  it  was  a  very  troublesome  question,  but  he 
would  think  It  over,  as  the  China  Affair  must  be  settled 

at  that  juncture, 

I  imiriodiateiy  left  the  Koyckan  and  reported  my  Interview 
with  Prime  Minister  KONCYE.
